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Sir—I have the honor to forward the annual returns of 
Births, Deaths, and Marriages, for the year 1867. 

The results afforded by the Registers have been previously 
published in the monthly and quarterly returns issued from 
this office. 

The number of registered tirths was 7,041—males, 3,616— 
females, 3,425; of deaths, 2,939—males, 1,564—females, 
1,375; of marriages, 1,379, or peréons married, 2,758. 

In both the births and the deaths, the numbers are the 
highest hitherto recorded. 

The birth rate appears lower than that of preceding years, 
arising from a corrected estimate of the population, furnished 
by the census, attributing an increased proportion to 1866, 
which otherwise would not appear. ‘he births, 7,041, re- 
gistered in the year, are nearly 1,000 in excess of those of 
1862; thus five years have been required for the attainment 
of such increase. The same rate and time of increase are 
ayain found in reference to the previous thousand completed, 
which occurred in 1857. The average rate of increase for 
each year, above that immediately preceding, 1s about 200. 
The actual yearly increase differs greatly. In the five years 
from 1862, the alternations and diversities are thus expressed: 
—109;-+4+242;4+464;4+110;1259. The decrease in one of 
those years, and slight increase in others, are coincident with 
relaxed immigration, and deficiency in the proportionate num- 
ber of marriages. On the other hand, the excess in the 
number of births in 1865 is accompanied by a greater number 
of marriages, and increased immigration. In connection 
with this it will be observed, that in this same year the deaths 
were less numerous to nearly the same extent that the births 
exceeded. In dealing with the averages of the last five 
years, it appears that the relation of the excess of births to 
marriages is 200 to 1,390, or 1 to 7; the relationin England 
is 1 to 16. 

In each of the last ten years, the births of males have, 
without exception, exceeded those of females. Within this 
unexceptional rule, the numerical relation of the sexes has 


varied in these years, from 66 to 214 boys in excess; the | 
result elicited being 1,512 males in excess, or about 105 boys | 
In the estimate of the population to De- | 
cember 31, of last year, which is made from the relation | 


to 100 girls born. 


of births to deaths, and immigration to emigration, it appears 
that the male population is 7,401 more than the female. 

The relation of the births to times and seasons has been 
published in the quarterly returns of the year. In those of 
the September quarter, the fact, which from its repeated oc- 
currence appears to be an established rule or law, was 
pointed out,that in this quarter the greatest number of births 
is registered. As coincident with, and confirmatory of the 
accuracy of the statement, it may be mentioned, that in the 
28th Report of the Registrar-General of England, it is said— 
“ Regarding the first quarter of the year ending March 31st, 
as the winter, it is found that as a rule the numbers of births 
increase in that period.” This is worthy of attention, since 
the September quarter of this Province coincides with the 
March quarter of Hngland, including within it the same 
equivalent of winter. The Registration Statistics of England 
likewise show, that births reach their minimum in the autumn 


run parallel with this, giving the lowest number recorded in 
the March quarter. In the Eleventh Annnal Report of the 
Registrar-General of New South Walesitis stated —‘ The third 
quarter of the year was, as usual, the most prolific in births.” 

In seven of the twenty-five Districts, a lower number of 
births has been registered during the year than in 1866; 
but, in most, the diminution is too inconsiderable to afford 
other conclusion than that, in comparatively thinly-peopled 
districts, a uniform rate of increase, year after year, cannot 
be looked for. A decrease in the number of births is found 
in the District of Adelaide, which arises from Yorke’s Penin- 
sula, formerly included in that District, being assigned to 
another—the District of Daly. 

It has been previously stated, that the deaths, 2,939, are 
more numerous than any before registered in one year, and 
that the death rate is lower than that of 1864 and 1866, 
The increase in the whole number is small, exceeding the 
previous year by only 186. Considering that the births of 
more than 13,000 children had been registered in the two 
years, 1866-7, and that the epidemics, measles and hooping- 
cough, prevalent in the last year, are more especially fatal 
to those under two years of age; and that in the year before 
no epidemic of any kind appeared, the year under review 
suffers little by comparison. The fatal effects of the above- 
mentioned diseases are more than compensated for by the 
number of deaths, unusually lessened, attributed to other 
causes. The death rate of this year is 1°7315; of the im- 
mediately preceding, 1:758. 

The following is the proportion of deaths, under the ages 
mentioned, to every hundred of the whole number registered, 
for the years from 1863 to 1867 :—

From the above will appear, that, for the last five years, 
the proportion of deaths of children under two years of age, 
to every 100 of the whole number registered, averaged 49:4, 
or that nearly one-half of the deaths that occur are included 
in that term. Also, vhere has been a proportional increase 
in the mortality under this age, at the rate of 1 per cent. in 
each year till 1867, in which last year it increased 3 per 
cent.; or, that the infant mortality, at the end of 1867, was 
6 per cent. higher than in 1863. This appears at first asa 
gradual depreciation of infant life; but, a reference to the 
tabular statement of diseases in the years 1863-4 will 
show, that the proportion of deaths at two years is small 
only from the fatal effects of scarlatina amongst children 
under ten, increasing the rate, in that last division, almost 
two-fold. By this consideration the disparity is considerably 
lessened between the first year and the last of the five. So 
also in 1867, infant mortality increased, as is shown by the 
death-rate quoted above. The cause of this increase was 
the prevalence of measles and hooping cough. These but 


quarter, ending December 31. Those of South Australia | slightly affected the higher ages, the result being a larger 


proportion attributed to under two years. As no epidemics 
prevailed in the two years 1865-6, the rates in those years 
express the proportion of each age to the whole number, 
when no disturbing causes appear. Thus the average stated 
above—49-4, may be regarded as reliably expressing the 
rate to the present time. 

In the two periods of twenty years each— under 30 and 
under 50, the average proportion of the five years is, of the 
first 12°6; of the second 13; so that the slight advantage of 
the former can be only fractionally expressed. Here, neces- 
sarily, the proportion to the whole number increases and de- 
creases inversely to the increase and decrease under other 
ages. The small proportional numbers of the remaining 
ages seem to point to a deficiency in the amount of popula- 
tion in respect to those terms. It may here be remarked that, 
during these five years now considered, 6 deaths of persons 
under 60 years of age—that is, between 55 and 60, have 
been certified as proceeding from “Old Age.” Inno available 
Report of the Registrations of England, to which reference 
has been made, is such cause ever ascribed to a lower term | 
than under 65. 

Some of the diseases, or causes of death, exclusive of epi- | 
demics, followed by the greatest mortality amongst infants 
under one year, are adduced in the following order, according | 
to their fatality:—Atrophy and debility, 295; convulsions, | 
168; diarrhcea, 159; teething, 89 In relation to the first | 
of the causes mentioned—Atrophy and debility, it appears | 


that the large proportion of nearly 25 per cent. of the whole | 
number registered at this age is attributed to these. In 
England the proportion reaches no higher than 16. The | 
numbers vary considerably in the different seasons and 
months of the year; the highest, 36, appearing in May; the | 
lowest, 11, in September. From August to November in- | 
clusive, the fatality of these most evidently declines. It is 
remarkable that so many deaths should proceed from con- 
genital (?) debility, considering that the adult population 
consists, for the most part, of emigrants, who have been 
originally selected, with other qualifications, as being healthy, 
and able-bodied. Also, in connection with infant mortality, 
the same is applicable to the disease, diarrhoea, whether 
considered as a primary or secondary cause of death. The 
numbers vary from 31, 27, and 22, in the first three months 
of the year, to 4 in July and August, and 1 and 2 in Sep- 
tember and October, respectively. 

Under “ All Ages,” in the different classes, the proportion 
to the whole registrations may be thus stated :—Zymotie, 
83; Constitutional, 11; Local, 32; Developmental, 20; 
and Violent Deaths, 4. Compared with the immediately 
preceding year—the first is 215 in excess; the second 8 
less ; the third 30 in excess; the fourth 53 less; and Violent 
Deaths increased by 10. Excluding the Zymotic, the whole 


number of deaths cornprehended in the other classes is 21 
less than in 1866. In the Zymotic, the deaths attributed to 
measles and hooping cough unitedly, amount to 207. No 
deaths from measles have appeared in the registers since 
1862; the last registration from hooping cough was in 
1864. The excess of deaths during the year under considera- 
tion, is, by these particularities, accounted for, Deaths, from 
other diseases, have been less numerous than in former years. 

Marriages have been more numerous in this year than in 
the last; but not sufficiently so to equal those of 1866. 
The increase above the preceding year is found, principally, 
in the ages under 380; to which, again, additions have been 
made by the lessening of the number formerly included 
under 50. The marriages of women under age have in- 
creased; of men, decreased. With both sexes, the ages 
between 20 and 25 have been most approved of. 

Separate Indexes of Births, Deaths, and Marriages, for 
the twenty-five and a-half years, ended December 31, 1867, 
have been so far completed as to be available for immediate 
use. These Indexes have been alphabetically arranged, ac- 
cording to each letter of each name, so that reference can be 
made as speedily as for a word in a dictionary or lexicon. 
The aggregate of the entries in the registers amounts to 
176,874; thus distributed :—95,709 Births ; 36,389 Deaths; 
and 44,776 persons married. From calculations, based on 
the preceding figures, the native-born population, of all ages 
under 25 years, is estimated at about 70,000. In the census 


| of 1866, the whole population under 25 years is reckoned at 


100,745.
